When you receive a tele¬ 
phone bomb throat try to get 
as much Information as 
po.ssible about the bomb. 

Stay calm. Ask que.stions. 

Listen to what the caller is 
saying. Where’s the bomb 
located? When will it ex¬ 
plode? Who or what is it 
directed against? What does 
it look like? 

The citizen’s role .here is 
to develop as much informa¬ 
tion as possible without con¬ 
veying panic. 

The Information must im¬ 
mediately be given to the 
man In charge, such a.s the 
office manager or building 
supervisor. WlK>ever received 
the phone call must then be 
careful not to disclo.‘5e the 
sit'uation to anyone else. 

Panic is a danger equal to 
that of the bomb it.self.

How should I votc*^ And what is your suggestion as 
to how to keep myself, family and neighbors out of the 
greatest amount of trouble? Are the two questions that 
are being asked during tho past two weeks. 

To try and answer this question, I place it in the same 
category as messing with a guys wife or his bank account 
... a very touchy situation, but nevertheless I will try 
and give the questions an honest answer. 

Of course, the first thing that you must do is go to 
the polls and vote on November 3, then you will have no 
gripe about being fidequately represented. 

I am sure that everyone by this time knows that I am 
a “dyed in the wool Republican” and with great inroads 
as a “Conservative,” hence you just about know what to 
expect from me on that score . . . But still I do not vote 
Republican just because I am one . . . Republican can¬ 
didates must come up to the expectations of the party 
and the criteria laid down by the party, or I will desert 
them real fast. 

All Republican candidates on the November 3 ballot 
have been tried and proven; it is our recommendation that 
for self survival that you should start with the Governor’s 
office and go through your ballot to State Legislature and 
vote for each Republican; each of them is dedicated to 
fight for your survival. 

Judges are something else; we know or learn very 
little about them until they come under attack. We must 
have judges and up to the Judge of the Superior Court 
you have only a yes or a no, and I have no knowledge 
that any of them are anything but normal, so vote “Yes” 
for all of them. 

In the Superior Court due to much controversy, I re¬ 
comend that you vote for William P. Kennedy for Office 
No. 8, and Charles M. Hughes for Office No. 11, and of 
course Max Rafferty for Superintendent of Public In¬ 
struction. 

Now on measures to be submitted, and this one is a 
touchy one, and you have not as yet received your tax 
bill for 1970-71. The 20 measures of the state carry a 
taxation on your property of $310-million, No. 1 and No. 
20. If you want to pay more taxes and you want these 
services or you feel that they are necessary for survival, 
then vote “Yes,” if you have had enough of taxation, 
regardless, then vote “No.” Another issue placing taxes 
on your personal property is Proposition “A” for $252- 
million. In all, the three measures will tax your property 
$562-million, which you will start paying in 1971, if they 
pass. You must decide this; I will vote against all three, 
feeling there is a better method, and until Government 
shows me they can operate within their means they will 
receive no more from me than I am compelled to pay. 

Further of the measures that indirectly affect your 
taxes is Measure 12; 13 and 18 and I will vote “No” on 
these for they leave th^ various situations “wide open” 
for misuse and more increase in personal taxes. The rest 
of the measures 1 will vote “Yes,” for they all have a 
tendency to give us a little better way of life. You have 
asked me, and this is the way I see it; you must make 
some determination for yourself . . . But do go to the 
polls and vote.

They are 
not to move or disturb it in 
any way, even if it appears 
to have a burned out fuse.

In.stead, the teams return 
to checkpoint. The police 
bomb squad is called . . . 
and information acquired in 
the search is now relayed 
to the experts. 

The exact location of the 
bomb . . . what it looks like 
. . . its size, sh^pe, mark¬ 
ings, colors, anything un¬ 
usual. 

The area will be sealed 
off until the bomb squad ar¬ 
rives. If circumstances war¬ 
rant, a calm, orderly evacu¬ 
ation will be conducted.

Individual property own¬ 
ers who incurred expenses

Aid In Bomb Threats 


Officials Explain Role Of 
Citizen Assisting Police 


An explanation of what 
the citizen can do to assist 
law enforcement officers re¬ 
sponding to bomb throats 
was outlined recently by 
Dist. Atty. Evelle J. Young¬ 
er and Police Chief Edward 
Davis at a press conference. 

The press conference, at 
KCOT, Hollywood, included 
a demonstration on tape, 
participated in by members 
of the Los Angeles Police De¬ 
partment’s bomb squad. 

Younger noted that recent 
bomb explosions are “only 
the latest in an escalating 
campaign of terror against 
the American pe'^ple. No one 
person and no institute is 
immune from these sense¬ 
less and indiscriminate at¬ 
tacks an life and property, 

“Law enforcement officers 
cannot stem the tide of 
bombing attacks without the 
cooperation of a knowled’ge- 
able citizenry. 

‘The District Attorney’s 
Research and Training Divi¬ 
sion today joins with the 
Los Angeles Police Depart¬ 
ment in presenting this pro¬ 
gram and we are also offer¬ 
ing tapes and audio dupes 
for use by the media." 

He added that a twopart 
series on bomb investigation 
is being shown to police 
agencies in 26 counties sub¬ 
scribing to the Los Angeles 
County District Attorney’s

Enforcement closed • circuit 
TV program. 

During the demonstration 
recently. Deputy. Dist. Atty. 
L. C. Waddington, head of 
the Re.search and Training 
Division, remark e d that 
every building, every public 
office must face up to the 
fact of real and threatening 
bombers In our society — 
and face up by developing a 
plan to meet the situation if 
and when it occurs.” 

The citizen’s role, should 
there be a bomb threat, he 
continued', “is to develop as 
much information as pos¬ 
sible without conv eying 
panic. 

‘The information must im¬ 
mediately be given to the 
man in charge, such as the 
office manager or building 
supervisor. Whoever received 
the phone call must then be 
careful not to disclose the 
situation to anyone else. 
Panic is a danger equal to 
that of the bomb itself." 

Citizens receiving calls 
mentioning a bomb threat, 
he added, should remain 
calm, get the information 
and call the police. 

‘The police can help. It’s 
their job."

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We believe generating electricity at 
nuclear power plants is another effective way 
we can help to improve the environment. In 
a nuclear reactor there is no combustion, so 
there are no by-products of combustion. 

Therefore, we plan to build additional 
nuclear units. Two are scheduled for opera¬ 
tion in 1976 and 1977 at the San Onofre 
Generating Station near San Clemente. 
Thereafter, the only major generating facili¬ 
ties Edison plans to build in Southern Califor¬ 
nia’s South Coast basin will be nuclear 
plants. 


Edison turned to fossil-fuel power plants as 
a primary source for the growing demand 
for electric energy. 

Power plants in Southern California have 
never been the major contributor to air pol¬ 
lution, but when fuel is burned in power 
plants, certain by-products of combustion 
are released into the atmosphere. This is true 
when burning gas or oil in power plants, gas 
in homes, or gasoline in autos. 

To minimize by-products of combustion 
from our power plants, Edison has been 
working for many years in many ways. For 
example, Edison launched extensive air pol¬ 
lution research programs over 15 years ago. 
We were among the first companies in the 
nation to activate such programs. We were 
also the first utility in California to use a low- 
sulfur oil from Indonesia. It’s costly, but it 
burns much cleaner. 

We have succeeded in making significant 
reductions in emissions from our power 
plants. We are working to reduce them even 
further. 


Two of our major goals are to continue to 
supply ample and reliable electricity and to 
work to improve the environment with rela¬ 
tion to our generating plants and other facili¬ 
ties. We’d like to tell you how we do it. 

Water was once the primary source of 
power used to spin the turbines that gener¬ 
ated electricity for Central and Southern 
California. To trap the melting snows in the 
High Sierra, Edison.created the vast Big 
Creek Hydroelectric Project. It meant open¬ 
ing up a mountain wilderness and building 
a network of dams and power plants. Today 
"Big Creek” provides electricity for hundreds 
of thousands of people. 

It also provides a vacation paradise for the 
public to enjoy, including campgrounds, six 
major man-made lakes, and streams well- 
stocked with trout. 

Moreover, "Big Creek" means flood con¬ 
trol and irrigation water for the farmlands of 
the San Joaquin Valley below. 

After most feasible hydroelectric sources 
for Edison customers had been tapped. 


Electricity brings us light, keeps food fresh, 
conditions the air we breathe, and brings the 
world within our reach by radio and television. 

In factories, electricity is essential to keep 
production lines rolling. Without it, there 
would be fewer jobs and less prosperity. On 
the farm, electricity pumps water to irrigate 
crops, and does everything from milking 
cows to coaxing chickens to lay more eggs. 
Fortunately, electricity is clean, flameless, 
odorless and doesn’t create by-products of 
combustion at its point of use. 

Everything man does has some effect on 
the environment, and the production and dis¬ 
tribution of electricity are not exceptions. But 
if we failed to supply electricity for the facto¬ 
ries, farms and homes in the 14-county area 
we serve in Central and Southern California, 
the impact on all our lives would be devastat¬ 
ing. After all, electricity is one energy we 
cannot do without.

If there 
should be a deadlock among candidates in the direct elec¬ 
tion of a President, the loser would be compelled to ask 
for a nationwide recount of votes which could hold up the 
election outcome for weeks. 

Time concludes, after a lengthy discussion of the direct 
election proposal, “Changing the method of electing a 
President will not merely change how vote are counted 
. . . there is a possibility, not yet fully appreciated, that 
the entire political makeup of the country might be af¬ 
fected in ways yet unanticipated and unexplored. “Debate 
over methods of electing a President has shown one thing; 
representative government and the freedom we enjoy 
under it is a highly perishable commodity.
